Drawings

determine the location of a mobile unit; and 

automatically labeling the information with the location of the mobile unit. 
Regarding Claim 26, Havinis, Corwith, Kariya, and Pace do not teach, alone nor 
in combination, the combination of: 

mobile units, each mobile unit to: 
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acquire information about a different region near said each mobile unit other than 
a location of said each mobile unit, 

determine the location of said each mobile unit, and 

automatically label the information near said each mobile unit with the location of 
said each mobile unit. 

Regarding Claim 32, Havinis, Corwith, Kariya, and Pace do not teach, alone nor 
in combination, the combination of: 

using a mobile unit to acquire information about a region near the mobile unit 
other than a location of the mobile unit; 

using the mobile unit to determine the location of the mobile unit; and 

automatically labeling the information with the location of the mobile unit. 

Regarding Claim 41, Havinis, Corwith, Kariya, and Pace do not teach, alone nor 
in combination, the combination of: 

A method usable with mobile units, comprising: 

for each mobile unit, using the mobile unit to acquire information about a different 
region near the mobile unit other than a location of the mobile unit, 

for each mobile unit, associating a location of the mobile unit with the information 
acquired by the mobile unit; and 

for each mobile unit, automatically labeling the information acquired by the 
mobile unit with the location of the mobile unit.
